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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’’ Acts 2:1. “And they were all filled with the 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4 
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LMOST three thousand years of 

darkness have taken their flight since 
Solomon, the wise man lived. He, it is 
said, wrote the Book of Proverbs, wise 
sayings which have not been duplicated 
by the world’s intellectuals, and wisdom 
which was and ever will be new. 


In Prov. 24:10 Solomon made this in- 
fallible utterance, “If thou faint in 
the day of adversity, thy strength is 
small.” In other words, he warned the 
past, present, and future generations of 
Christians to have spiritual strength in 
the day that the clouds of darkness and 
despair fell upon their pathway. The joy 
of the Lord is the strength of man, and 
if man has at his disposal sufficient 
strength, he will not give up the Chris- 
tian faith in the hour of adversity. 


The Bible, the Book of books, is filled 
with heroic exploits from the lives of 
men and women who fought back at the 
enemy when the clouds of adversity roll. 
The apostle Paul, the most distinguished 
Christian of the world, with the excep- 
tion of Christ, no doubt passed through 
as much or more opposition than any 
Christian of the ages. If this eminent 
character had not lived close to God and 
strength, the 
storm of adversity would have prevented 
his writing two-thirds of the New Tes- 
tament. If he had not plowed through 
the fields of adversity, perhaps the gos-

pel would not have been planted at 
Philippi, from which place Europe and 
America received the Word of God. 
When we reflect upon the fact, that this 
mission post was the spiritual sentinel 
for nations, we are thankful to God that 
Paul had strength when the winds of war 
swept through the prison walls of Philip- 
pi. It will be remembered that at mid- 
night within these prison walls there was 
a prayer meeting which was to shake the 
shackles of sin from generations unborn. 
My God, in these days of strife and tur- 
moil give us strength to stand. 

Our minds at this hour run back to 
Dr. Latimer, a persecuted Christian of 
England ages since, When the enemy of 
his soul had chained him to the stake 
and the fires were kindled, Latimer cried 
out, “You have lighted a fire in Eng- 
land today that shall never be put out.” 
In this fine and prophetical declaration, 
Latimer retained his spiritual strength 
and saw the opposition swept away. On 
this day, great strength was given to mul- 
titudes. The life and works of Latimer 
will ever be an inspiration to those who 
pass through adversity. 

‘Adversity has been the test of men 
and women in every age, habitation and 
clime. This one test of life brings out the 
wheat while the chaff is swept away. 

The world will never forget the life 
and works of John Bunyan, a Christian 
who lived in England centuries years ago. 


This man because of his religious belief 
was thrown into prison and kept there 
the greater part of fourteen years. If any 
Christian ever felt the evil effects of ad- 
versity, John Bunyan did. In the midst of 
this imprisonment, solitude and _loneli- 
ness, he gave the world a contribution 
in the name of Pilgrim’s Progress. This 
book has been more widely read, with the 
exception of the Bible, than any other. 
Millions of souls have found consolation 
by reading Pilgrim’s Progress. Let us re- 
member that this book was born of soli- 
tude and imprisonment, which in reality 
means that godly strength inspired Bun- 
yan while he sat in the darkness of ad- 
versity. We, as Christians, should face the 
opposition of the enemy and use the 
sword of spiritual strength against him. 
The clouds of war and general trouble 
face the world, the hope of the godly in 
the midst of this is the joy of Jesus the 
Master. 

As we look back into the misty past 
and see multitudes of Christians in the 
catacombs, in the coves, in their wander- 
ings, and in their adverse conditions, we 
are reminded that they overcame oppo- 
sition and at the opportune time they 
will live with the immortal on the other 
shore. 

It was godly strength that ad the 
constitution of the United States, that 
turned the wilderness into a fruitful gar-

WARNING IN VIEW OF THE 
LORD’S RETURN 
Luke 21:34-37. 

V. 34, “And take heed to yourselves, 
lest at any time your hearts be over- 
charged with surfeiting, and drunken- 
ness, and cares of this life, and so that 
day come upon you unawares.” 

The confusion that is abroad in the 
nation is certainly alarming. If ever the 
Christian people needed to pray that God 
may bring them into full possession of 
His blessings and power, it is now. There 
is not much danger of our people going 
into drunkenness and the many evils too 
numerous to mention, but there is dan- 
ger in letting their hearts be overcharged 
with the cares of this life. Jesus says 
that this will crowd out the Lord and 
cause us not to be ready when He re- 
turns. 


COMING SUDDENLY 

V. 35, “For as a snare shall it come 
upon all them that dwell on the face of 
the whole earth.” 

His appearing will be very sudden and 
I am sure many will not be ready to meet 
Him. It seems that Satan with all his 
powers is working to deceive and draw 
away God’s people and we should be very 
careful not to allow the cares of this 
world crowd out the Lord. I realize that 
it is hard to keep the victory amidst all 
the persecutions and troubles, but Jesus 
has promised never to leave nor for- 
sake us. I have just read an account of 
the shooting of the Christians in the 
Spanish War. It is horrible to think about 
it, but it is said that they stood true to 
Christ and died triumphant in the faith.

THE APOSTASY 

It is alarming when we study condi- 
tions of apostasy today that are abroad in 
the land. Modernism is spreading _ like 
wildfire and many Christians are losing 
their grip on God. This should cause those 
who do love the truth to take a firmer 
stand for the dear Word of God. It is so 
plain that we need not err, and we must 
stand for these great truths if we make 
it through. To give up and be lost would 
be the greatest calamity that could come 
to a soul. Persecutions haven’t struck 
America yet, but everything is heading 
up that way. It will pay those who love 
the truth to prayerfully stand for the 
plain written Word of God and there 
pillow our heads on His promises and be 
ready to die if needs be for the truth. 

Many things are being said about 
apostate Jews and communism is being 
laid to them. There may be some Jews 
who have denied the God of their fathers 
and have taken sides with the commun- 
ist forces, but in the main the Gentiles 
are in the lead in promoting this doc- 
trine: Stalin of Russia, trained in a Chris- 
tian theological seminary; Rosenberg, 
once a member of the Evangelical 
Church; Hitler, whose parents were 
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Catholics and he himself brought up in 
the Benedictine Monastary at Lambeck; 
Smith, founder of American Association 
for Advancement of Atheism, trained in 
a Methodist college. Statistics given in 
a Literary Digest (Sept. 12, 1936) 82 
per cent of American atheists were once 
affiliated with some church. Modernism 
was born in the German church. 


THE WOES OF THE RICH IN OUR 
DAY 


“Go to now, ye rich men, weep and 
how! for your miseries that shall come 
upon you. Your riches are corrupted, and 
your garments are motheaten,” James 5: 
Ss 

It is impossible to read the newspapers 
without seeing the trouble that is in the 
land today. The formation of syndicates, 
trusts, and combines for the promotion 
of manufacturing and general industry, 
has caused a great dissatisfaction among 
the laboring class of people and it seems 
that the dissatisfaction is brewing from 
every side. The laborers feel that these 
men are making too much money and 
they are not drawing what they should 
for their labor. I am in favor of organ- 
ized labor and feel that they should be 


protected, but I am afraid they are be- . 


ing misled in some ways. It is a time 
of trouble, prophesied in the Word of 
God, and human efforts will not be able 
to solve it. I believe with all my heart 
that at the head of all these disturbances 
is the spirit of Antichrist and that if the 
truth was known, it is being agitated by 
a communistic spirit. I think that Ameri- 
can labor would do well to hold to the 
American Federation of Labor. 

It is also a time for the trouble of 
those who have riches, They are afraid 
of everything that comes up. Men who 
are rich today are miserable because of 
the opposition and criticism offered by 
their more misfortunate brothers. It is a 
time when their riches are a greater bur- 
den than they are a pleasure. There is a 
spirit in America to make it impossible 
to accumulate and possess a fortune of 
any considerable size. Many things are be- 
ing done to satisfy these complaints. In- 
come tax, inheritance tax and many other 
laws are passed to switch from the hands 
of family lineage the wealth handed down 
to them. These laws are all right but it 
will never be able to solve the problem. 
The rich are constantly subjected to at- 
tack. The world is running riot with 
plans to disturb the wealthy and every- 
thing is being done that is possible to di- 
rect the profits into the hands of those 
who are laboring.

And now I know WITH- 
OUT a DOUBT that holiness is right, 
for God’s Word teaches us if we lack 
wisdom, to ask it of God and He will 
not give us a stone if we ask for bread. 
Some will argue and doubt, but all who 
will believe that He is a rewarder of them 
that diligently seek Him will have no 
doubts. 

Paul says, “Be ye followers of me, even 
as I also am of Christ.” He also said, “But 
though we, or an angel from heaven, 
preach any other gospel unto you than 
that which WE have preached unto you, 
let him be accursed.” 

Many, many preachers today are 
preaching only a part of this glorious 
gospel of the kingdom and are well sat- 
isfied with themselves, but listen, ask 
yourselves, all who are trying to obey the 
divine call of God, “Is my Master satis- 
fied with me?” or “Am I preaching the 
full gospel that Peter, Paul, and others 
preached after they were endued with 
power from on high?” for the command 
is to His disciples today as when Christ 
told the first ones to tarry until they be 
endued with power from on high, 

Now let’s get our Bibles and see what 
gospel Paul and Peter preached. Turn to 
Acts 10:44-48. We find here where 
Peter was preaching to Cornelius and 
kinsmen, and many that were come to- 
gether, and while he yet spake these 
words the Holy Ghost fell on all of them 
which heard the word, and they of the 
circumcision were astonished because that 
on the Gentiles also was poured out the 
Holy Ghost. How did they know they 
had the Holy Ghost? They heard them 
speak with tongues. In the next verse 
Peter tells us that that crowd received 
the Holy Ghost ‘as well as we.” Wl.o 
did Peter mean when he said “‘we”? See 
Acts 1. Here we find the disciples, Mary, 
the mother of Jesus, and others (the 
number of names together were about an 
hundred and twenty). Acts 2:4 tells us 
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they were ALL filled with the Hoiy 
Ghost and began to speak with other 
tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance. 
What gave utterance? The Spirit. St. 
John 15:26, 27 tells us that when the 
Holy Ghost or Comforter is come, He 
shall testify, and YE ALSO shall bear 
witness.. Then let’s find Acts 19:1-7. 
Paul came to Ephesus and found certain 
disciples who had been converted under 
Apollos’ preaching. Apollos knew only 
the baptism of John. Acts 18:25. Paul 
asked these certain disciples, ““Have ye re- 
ceived the Holy Ghost since ye believed?” 
They said they had not heard whether 
there be any Holy Ghost. They told him 
they had been baptized unto John’s bap- 
tism. Paul told them that John baptized 
with the baptism of repentance, and verse 
6 says that when Paul laid his hands on 
them the Holy Ghost came on them and 
they spake with tongues. God’s precious 
Word proves to us in many places that 
Paul was a real holiness preacher. 


In 1 Cor. 14:18 Paul said, “I thank 
my God I speak with tongues more than 
ye all.” In verse 39 he tells the people to 
forbid not to speak with tongues. Holi- 
ness fighters will quote verse 19 where 
Paul said he had rather speak five words 
with his understanding than ten thou- 
sand in an unknown tongue. Why? That 
by his voice he might teach others also. 
Paul was trying to show the people that 
the GIFT of prophecy was greater than 
the gift of tongues, “EXCEPT ye inter- 
pret,” so the church could understand. 
He was talking to the Corinthian Church 
of God and they who had the Holy 
Ghost spoke with tongues but all did not 
have the gift of tongues. You see there 
are nine spiritual gifts. I Cor. 12:7-11. 
Some say, ““Why Paul was well educated 
and had learned different languages.” But 
listen, he knew what he was saying when 
he talked in the languages he learned at 
school, but he says in 1 Cor. 14:14, “If 
I pray in an unknown tongue, my spirit 
prayeth, but MY understanding is UN- 
FRUITFUL. So he said he would pray 
with the Spirit and with the understand- 
ing also. Hallelujah! Dear readers, it is a 
glorious thing to be able to pray with the 
Spirit and with the understanding also, 
for the Spirit knoweth our needs better 
than we do. So often when we get on our 
knees to pray and have such burdens on 
our hearts, we hardly know what to pray 
for. The blessed Holy Ghost takes pos- 
session of our tongues and makes inter- 
cession to God for us, Oh, praise God for- 
ever for filling me with heaven’s sweet 
Holy Ghost. 


Again I’ll mention the spiritual gifts. 
We find rhe nine mentioned in 1 Cor. 12: 
7-11. I asked a nominal preacher once, 
who was fighting holiness, what the 
spiritual gifts were. He said, “Well some 
can pray, some sing, some preach, some 
testify, and I’d call those spiritual gifts.” 
Listen, brother, sinners can do these 
things. Many hypocrites are doing those 
things roday. But a spiritual gift is some- 
thing that only the Spirit can do. Paul 
told the church to come behind in no 
gift. He was talking to the Church of 
God at Corinth. If the church has a 
member who has the gift of tongues, it 
is very necessary for the gift of inter- 
pretation to be there also. I used to won- 
der why Paul said he was not ashamed of 
the gospel, for it is the power of God 
unto salvation, but I have found that the 
world is ashamed of this mighty power 
from God that quickens (shakes and 
jerks) these mortal bodies of ours and 
causes us to speak in tongues. Pride! Oh, 
what is there for a human to be so filled 
with pride over, if the blessed Spirit of 
Christ is not in them? 


Some will say, “Why you can’t be 
holy here on earth for Jesus said, There 
is none good but one and that is God.” 
He did say that, and WE can’t be good 
except the Spirit of God be in us. Jesus 
also said, Luke 6:45, ““A good man out of 
the good treasure of his heart bringeth 
forth that which is good.” Psa. 112:5 
says, “A good man sheweth favor and 
lendeth.” Psa. 37:23 says, “The steps of 
a good men are ordered by the Lord.” 
People say there are none righteous. Paul 
did say that, in Rom. 3:10, but read 
farther and see whom Paul was talking 
to. Jesus said, “I came not to call the 
RIGHTEOUS but sinners to repentance.” 
1 Peter 4:18. “If the righteous scarcely 
be saved, where shall the sinner and un- 
godly appear?” Read Psa. 37:16-40 and 
see what God’s Word tells us about the 
righteous. Read 1 Peter 3:12 also. 

In Phil. 4:9 Paul says, “Those things, 
which ye have both learned, and received, 
and heard, and seen in me, DO.” Now 
what have we learned that Paul did? 
Praise God, he spoke in tongues and did 
many other wonderful things that are 
peculiar to the world. My first trip to a 
holiness meeting revealed to me the mean- 
ing of 1 Peter 2:9 where we are told 
God’s people are a peculiar people. When 
we first hear a crowd or even just one 
person speaking in tongues and see the 
mighty power of God shaking and jerking 
their bodies it is peculiar to us. In Titus

are sanctified or purified by the precious 
blood of Jesus are earnestly contending 
for the faith once delivered unto the 
saints, Jude 1:3. Faith is believing and 
Mark 16:17 says, “These signs shall fol- 
low them that believe. They shall 
speak with NEW TONGUES.
